At the sam e time, m anufac­ 
turers of wool fabrics and re­ 
tail coal dealers got price re­ 
lief from government control­ 
lers—relief that means 
t h e 
public will pay more. 
The Office of Price Stabili­ 
zation also ordered new ceil­ 
ing prices for petroleum prod­ 
ucts at the 
wholesale level, 
but said they 
will 
result 
in 
few, if any, price boosts. 
Restrictions will be imposed 
on the big four vegetables_ 
sweet corn. tomatoes, green 
peas 
and

beans— and several lesser veg­ 
etables. 
It was believed earlier that 
some fruits also would be af. 
fected, but they 
will escape 
next week’s order. 
Officials said that the 
de­ 
partm ent will order canneries 
to set aside a certain percent­ 
age of their pack for purchase 
by the arm ed 
forces 
before 
selling iii the civilian m arket. 
This order, officials pointed 
out, will be the second de­ 
fense food order since World 
War II. The first was issued 


early this week, putting a ceil­ 
ing on civilian use ot castor oil, 
an essential lubricant for high- 
powered aircraft. 
During the recent war, the 
government issued about 135 
food orders involving restric­ 
tions on civilian use of p r a c ­ 
tically all m ajor farm -produc­ 
ed food and non-food com m od­ 
ities. 
The liquor order would be in 
the form of a restriction 
on 
grain used in civilian alcohol 
production. 
It is understood that such an 
order on grain already is p re­ 


pared and ready for issuance 
in the event a grain shortage 
appears imminent. The c u r - 
rent fear of a short feed grain 
crop increases the likelihood 
of a curtailm ent of grain use. 
Officials said 
that Defense 
Food Order Num ber Two, as 
the vegetable restriction is to 
be known, will be 
based on 
canners* production averages 
of several high-output postwar 
years. 
Although set-asides up to 25 
percent m ay be 
imposed 
on 
some vegetables, precise de­ 


tails of the plan are secret. 
Officials said the 
restrictions 
will not 
cause 
shortages in 
grocery stores. 
It was learned that che can­ 
ning industry itself advocates 
such restrictions. Canners feel 
that they should know in ad­ 
vance how much the A r m y 
will need so they can plan 
civilian production.

wool will result in higher re­ 
tail prices for clothing n e x t 
Fall, but at the sam e t i m e 
averted a possible shortage of 


garm ents, according to indus­ 
try representatives.

In a nutshell, the coal order 
allows retailers to pass on to

ed a freight rate increase for 
coal and coke amounting to a 
maximum of six cents a net 
ton. 
The new ceiling prices fop 
wool yarns and fabrics m ak­ 
ers will be based on their pre-

m aterial and labor increases 
between the outbreak of t h e 
Korean w ar and the end

1950. 
The m anufacturers m ust use 
the new prices by April 16. 
Wool carpet yarn and wool­ 
en carpet are exempted from 
the new ceilings.

But Arizona is an arid country, 
its desert lands being among tile l e a s t 
| productive in the United States. I a m told 
that in m any parts of the West, the Indian 
reservations are on badlands, where living 
is difficult unless oil or minerals are found 
and the Indians are not robbed. We know 
too little about these people whom we con­ 
quered. We, who have the advantage of 
living here, owe them, at least, the debt 
of fair treatment. 


I have, on several occasions, in t h e s e 
pieces, called attention to the facts that the 
so-called pigmented peoples of tile world, 
in Europe, Asia and Africa, distrust the 
United States more than they do Soviet 
Russia. The reason is that they are more

This presents a serious prob­ 
le m for a nation which is seek­ 
ing allies among these very peo­ 
ples, Certainly our treatment of 
the American 
Indian 
confirms 
the suspicion of unfairness. Even 
if we cannot be responsible for 
what our ancestors did, we must 
avoid doing more of the same, 
and if we do not behave decent­ 
ly for the sake of the American 
Indian, 
we 
might 
from 
the 
standpoint of national self-inter­ 
est. 
I was told that some of the 
most outrageous bills introduced 
in Congress are designed to rob 
the Indian of his lands in the in­ 
terest of oil companies w h i c h 
know of oil deposits beneath the 
soil. 
It would be advantageous to 
the United States to give the In­ 
dian a square deal, to make him 
an independent 
American 
citi­ 
zen, and to protect him in his 
economic rights. We have taken 
I a good country from him. We 
J have treated other peoples whom 
we have conquered, the Cubans, 
the F ilipinos, the Japanese and 
The Germans,with fairness. We 
jean treat the Indians with fair­ 
ness and justice. 
Money wasted by a Washing­ 
ton bureau does not always in­ 
dicate benefits to those who re­ 
quire them. Perhaps if we con­ 
sulted 
the 
American 
Indians, 
j they might come up with a bet­ 
ter program than we have yet 
seen.
